and instructed us Altogether, I would hasten 
to add, it is a romance of amazing ability, and 
when considered as its author’s first book, it 
cannot be too lavishly praised.

IT has been left for the closing vears of the nine 
teenth century to make the most wonderful scientitic

Moreover, it was a flash of genius on the part of
